Now for the perfection of Atlanta’s 
sewerage system with the bend money. 
That was the slogan at the meeting of 
the bond commission and sewer com- 
mittee of council yesterday when a 
conference was held with Sanitary Ex- 
pert Rudolph Hering, who came from 
New York to submit a plan for one of 
the disposal! plants. 

The plan for the plant on Proctor 
ereek was inspected and will be re- 
ferred to council which meets next 
Monday. At the same time permis- 
sion will be asked to advertise for 
bids at once. It is the intention to 
build the Proctor creek plant first, but 
the construction of the other two 
plants on Peachtree and Intrenchment 
creeks will begin in a short while. 

The plan for the Proctor creek plant 
eall® for an expenditure of about 
$105,000, but bids may reduce this cost. 


Work WHill Take a Year. 

Dr. Hering estimated that it would 
“take about a year to complete the 
plant and put it in operation. 

It was decided to advertise for bids 
thirty days and to open them in the 
mayor's office on Tuesday, November 
1. Just as soon as the commission 
and the committee can formulate a re- 
port on the bids, a recommendation 
will be made to council and there will 
be a called meeting of that body so as 
not to delay the matter. 

Council will then accept one of the 
bids and the contract will be drawn 
up and properly signed. This will 
take a little time ana@ne actual work 
on the plant will pro@ably not begin 
until tn December. 

Alderman Pittman said he thought 
it would not take as long as twelve 
months to complete the work. Dr, 
Hering said he did not think the plant 
should be first put into operation in 
the winter, as the bacteria would not 
then get to work and the sewage 
could not be purified any way until in 
the spring.

Representative Beckemeyer 
Tells of Voting for Lorimer 
for the Senate and Receiving 
$1,000--Beckemeyer Also Re-

Chicago, September 29.—Representa- 
tive H. J. C. Beckemeyer on the wit- 
ness stand today before the Lorimer 
investigating committee testified that 
he received $1,000 after he had voted 
for Senator Larrimer and that the 
money was paid to him because of his 
vote for the junior senator from ILili- 
nois. Beckemeyer also said he re- 
ceived $900 from the “jack pot.” 

Beckemeyer was the third legislator 
in this hearing to declare he was given 
his vote in the senatorial 
election, Representative White and 
State Senator Haltslaw being the 
others. Counsel for Senator Lorimer 
brought out in cross-examination that 
Beckemeyer’s vote for Senator Lorimer 
was not induced by the promise of 
any payment. Beckemeyey, who has 
been a witness in botp the trials of Mi- 
nority Leader Browne, testified that 
the $1,000 was paid to him by Browne, 
who said when he gave the witness a 
roll of bills, “Here is the Lorimer 
money.” 

Denied Being Promised Money. 

Senator Frazier, of Tennessee, short- 
ly before Beckemeyer left the stand, 
questioned him closely on all the inci- 
dents the witness had testified to and 
Reckemeyer in response to the sena-

“Frank B. Har- 
riman had asked me some time pre- 
viously if I would agree to let him 
have checks made out in my name and 
accept certain payments for him. I 
agreed. I do not know what sources 
the checks came from, but I received 
a number of them. I know, however. 
that they were issued by this company 
of which I Nave been reading in the 
newspapers, I indorsed them and 
placed them to my private accéunt in 
the Fort Dearborn National bank.

“I Told You So,” Says Wright. 

Wilbur Wright's only comment was: 

“As the woman says, ‘I told you so.’” 

Later, after the aeroplane had been 
stored away in a tent, Mr. Wright 
added to his terse remark. He said: 

“There was never a time when I 
I felt this way. There was a strong 
I felt this way. There as a strong 
wind, and right in his face for most of 
the way, so that he had to use so much 
more gasoline and oil that he had to 
stop.

Race. Between Airship and Train. 

“Only water, oil and gaseline stood 
between Brookins and a continuous 
sustained flight between Chicago and 
Springfield. 

“Never was there a prettier race, say 
those who witnessed a part of it, than 
that between the special flyer on the 
Tllinois Central, which, with right-of- 
way over everything, attempted to 
beat the air man gnd the steady flyer 
which kept on above, always close by. 
Sometimes when Brookins had to rise 
to get above rough country currents, 
the craft drew back behind the racing 
special, but when the glide came again, 
he forged ahead and stayed there.” 

Two engines were put on the train, 
each one of them running about half 
the distance, but neither was ahead 
when the stops were made. 

Aboard the train, which carried 
many passengers as well as the air- 
man’s friends, all was excitement con- 
tinually. 

Every window was filled with heads 
peering up into the sky. 

At the First Stop. 

The first stop, at Gilman, Ill, for 
oil, was made by arrangement. Here 
Brookins alighted in a wind-swept 
cornfield, and had no difficulty in push- 
ing the machine out into the open 
ground. Then he waited fourteen min- 
utes for the train to come up. 

At Mount Pulaski he showed no more 
concern. He was now nearing his des- 
tination, and soon after he was up he 
saw the gilded top of the dome build- 
ing at the fair grounds, and, ignoring 
his teacher’s instructions to fiy only 
half an hour because of the broken 
pump, he aimed for the dome; his ma- 
chine gave an audacious flirt of its 
tail-like rudder, and then he soared to 
the fair grounds with no more stops. 
He sailed high, about 2,000 feet up, 
unt ready to make the daring swoops 
and curves with which he landed 
safely. 

The cheer which greeted his arrival 
swelled into a noisy ovation. 

As seon as he had his machine stored 
and guarded, he went down to the city 
to keep his “luncheon appointment,” 
as he termed it, and the American rec- 
ord -for continuous flight, previously 
held by Glenn H. Curtiss at 141 miles, 
was set at 192% miles, Brookins, in @ 
Wright biplane, holder. 

Telegrams of Congratulations.

Lives of Foreigners Are 
Reported in Danger. 


Slogan Is “China for the Chi- 


nese”---Army and Navy of : 


the United States Prepared to! 


Protect American Interests in 
Yellow Kingdom.

Washington, September 29.—China !s 
declared to be on the verge of another 
upheaval similar to the Boxer upris- 
ing, and the lives of foreigners are in 
jeopardy. Advices received here re- 
cently from government officials in 
China express the belief that an out- 
break at any time would not surprise 
them. The state department has in- 
structed officials to maintain a elose 
watch on the internal conditions. 

All through the summer months 
there have been mutterings of discon- 
tent in some of the Chinese provinces, 
due to the rice famine, dynastic diffi- 
culties and dissatisfaction over acts of 
the Pekin government as to foreign in- 
vestments in China. 

General Feeling of Unrest. 

Good harvests mitigated to some ex4 
tent the growth of the situation, bu 
there is still a gweneral feeling of un- 
rest, a@cording to personal letters re- 
ceived here from men on duty in that 
quarter. 

The arm and navy are prepared for 
any emergency, but their readiness is 
solely a precautionary measure, it is 
said, and should not be taken as an 
indication of immediate danger. 

Authentic advices from those 
charged with keeping in touch with 
the conditions indicate that the only 
thing lacking to parallel today’s sit- 
uation with that preceding the Boxer 
troubles, which drew into China the 
American forces, as well as those of 
other nations, is the matter of organi- 
zation, and that it only needs a leader 
to effect that. 

China for Chinese. 

Boston, Mass., September 29.—No re- 
ports of unrest in China have been 
received recently at the headquarters 
here of the American board of com- 
missioners for foreign missions. 

The unrest in China, in the belief 
of the American board officials, is the 
result of a newly-awakened national 
feeling among the Chinese people. The 
slogan of an ever-increasing element, 
“China for the Chinese,” has been 
heard throughout the empire, ard i..e 
anti-foreign feeling is not directed 
against the missionaries as Christians, 
but rather because they are foreigners. 

The American boards’ mission sta- 
tions in China are divided among three 
districts,; Foo Chow, South China anu 
North China.

BY COVERNMENT 


Charge Made of Using 


the Mails to Defraud.

iSeven Members of Firm of 


Scheftels & Co., of New York, 
Held in Heavy Bail---Police 
Searching for George Gra- 


New York, September 29.—Follow- 
ing one of the most sensational raids 
ever engineered by federal authorities 
in this city, directed today against 
the firm of B. H. Scheftels & Co., 
curb brokers in Broad street, seven 
members of the company, including 
B. H. Scheftels, its president, were 
held in heavy baii 
hearing October 5 on a charge of us- 
ing the mails to defraud. 

Tonight search is being made by 
the police and by government inspect- 
ore for George Graham Rice, whose 
real name is said to be Simon Hertig, 
the originator of the race track bet- 
tipping system, who is declared to be 
the real head of the concern. 

At the time of the raid here, an- 
nouncement was made from Washing- 
ton that warrants had been issued for 
the managers of the company’s branch 
offices in Boston, Providence, Philadel- 
phia, Detroit, Chicago and Mi! waukee. 

Sold “Fake” Mining Securities. 

According to the agents of the de- 
partment of justice, the Scheftels 
company has been engaged in pro- 
moting the sale of mining securities 
of doubtful value in all parts of the 
country. Estimates of the firm’s deal- 
ings are placed as high as $5,000,000. 

The seven men arraigned here are 
B. H. Scheftels, Charles F. Belser, 
secretary of the company: 
Sullivan, Clarence McCormick, John 
Delaney, William T. Seagrave and 
Charles B. Stone. Warrants for six- 
teen men had been issued, but the 
others, including Rice and Charles S. 
Herzig, who ts said to be his brother, 
eluded the raiders. 

Rice had been in his offices earlier 
im the day, but left before the officers 
swooped down upon) the place. 

A surety company gave bail in the 
sum of $15,000 for Scheftels, $3,500 for 
Seagrave, $3,000 for Stone and $2,500 
for Delaney. Belser, McCormick and 
Sullivan were committed to the Tombs, 
as bondsmen were not forthcoming. 
While the hearing waa set for Octo- 
ber 15, it is expetced the federal grand 
jury will take action before that 
time. 

Carried on Large Business. 

The firm of B. H. Scheftels & Co. 
was organized about two years ago, 
and had conducted a large business, 
mainly through an extensive adver- 
tising propaganda. Mining specialties 
were its chief offering to investors. A 
weekly newspaper was published to 
reach c.jients,andacorps of thirty-five 
stenographers is said to have been re- 
quired to attend to its correspondence. 
After the arrests today two patrol 
wagon loads of papers, books and 
memoranda were seized by the in- 
spectors for examination. 

Another charge against the com- 
pany by George Scarborough, the gov- 
ernment inspector who made the com- 
plaint, Is that it had resorted to what 
he called a “crooked bucketshop 
scheme.” 

He declared the concern had charged 
customers 6 per cent on margins and 
had collected commissions without 
rendering any service in return. 
difference between the actual price of 
stocks on the curb market and ficti- 
tious quotations given customers, Scar- 
borough also alleges, was converted 
to the company’s use. In his complaint 
the defendants are accused of attempt- 
ing to defraud William A. Childs, 
Charles H. mack and me. 2. J. 
Szymanski. 

The raid today was made while the 
curb market was in fu!l swing and 
had attracted much attention. Thou-

In his keynote speech at the republican state convention, Theo-

OF MANY BIRTHS EACH YEAR 


The improvement has been so mark- 
ed, however, of recent years that there 
is now some hope. ere long that no lit- 
tle boy or girl will enter an Atlanta 
home without being duly recorded on 
the books. 

It is unjust discrimination, to say 
nothing more, for one baby to get his 
or her name on the big book at the 
city hall, while another little tot has 
no official record made of him or her 
at all. 

For some time the health depart- 
ment has been using every effort to 
get all births in the city reported. It 
has been making progress, and will- 
continue its work until success has 
been attained. 

The fact that now the births in the 
city exceed the deaths shows that the 
births are being better reported, but 
there is yet room for improvement. 


It is not possible to tell how many 
babies are born in Atlanta each year, 
because reports of all babies are not 
made. 

The board of health says that the 
reporting of births has improved, and 
now only a few of the reputable phy- 
sicians fail to comply with the law; 
but the fact still remains that there 
are many births that still remain off 
the records. 

This state of affairs was ascertained 
by a reporter of The Constitution 
Thursday when he tried to secure 
some statistics about the number of 
little tots that annually make their 
advent. into Greater Atlanta. Some 
figures could be given, but they were 
not full and complete, because, as 
stated, all births are not now re- | 
ported.

His Milk Caused Typhoid 
Fever Cases, Says Dr. 
Kennedy. 


One of the developments in the milk 
situation yesterday was an order from 
the health department requiring a 


dairyman to stop selling milk from hig 
dairy for thirty days. This was done 
because the milk, so the health officer, 
Dr. Kennedy, reported, had caused sev- 
eral cases of typhoid fever. 

Dr. Kennedy states that the milk 
condemned was sold to twenty-four 
customers, and of this number ten 
cases of typhoid fever developed. 

“I was informed,” stated Dr. Ken- 
nedy, “that thig dairyman washed his 
bottles in water from a well, and it is 
probable that the infection came from 
this water. The man readily agreed to 
throw away the milk or feed it to hogs 
for thirty days. We do not think it 
right to have his name published, as it 
would ruin his business.” 

Dr. Claude A. Smith, the city bacteri- 
ologist, is still conferring with dairy- 
men and telling them how they can 
bring cold milk into the city, and 
thereby save money as well as human 
lives. He says that the dairymen are 
now all seeing that he is right, end 
are willing to help him bring about a 
reform in the manner of selling’ milk. 
The new law requires a temperature 
of less than 50 degrees for all. milk 
shipped into the city and sold tocus- 
tomers. The dairymen at first théught 
this would be impossible, and made a 
kick. 

“Now I am showing them how wrong 
they were.” states Dr. Smith... “I am 
having constructed in my office ‘a milk- 
cooling machine, and [I wilk give a 
practical demonstration of -thow milk 
can be cooled as the health depart- 
ment would have it. The machine is 
simple, and costs very little. ‘All the 
dairymen will visit my office and see 
how it is operated. In a short while 
the trouble. will all be over. and we 
will have clean, wholesome. milk sold 
in our city.”

IN CITY. BUILDINGS 


First Nine Months of This 
Year Show a Big In- 
crease. 


The cost of buildings erected in At- 
lanta for the first nine months this 
year exceed those for the same period 
last year by nearly $1,500,000. 

This increase Ras been kept up all 
year and will continue, so the build- 
ing inspector thinks. 

For the first nine months of last 
year, that is, from January 1 to Oc- 
tober 1, the number of permits was 
3,336 and the cost of buildings $4,- 
235,071.

Secretary J. M. Hollowell 
Discusses Mayoralty 


Campaign. 


The report from the campaign com- 
mittee of James G. Woodward, candi- 
date for mayor, yesterday was that 
everything was moving along smooth- 
ly and satisfactorily.

HE INVENTS NEW GRATE 
TO REDUCE COAL BILLS 


The problem of reducing the coal 
bill has been solved by an Atlanta in- 
ventor, C. Horace McCall, psenera! 
agent Jefferson Standard Life, who oa 
yesterday received a patent from 
Washington for a heating attachment 
and open grate. 

Mr. McCall’s invention, so expert en- 
gineers state, will save the consumers 
of coal in the south from 33 to 50 per 
cent. The grate is easier regulated 
than any other heating device of such 
a character, and is so arranged as to 
keep heat in a room and at the same 
time prevent it from going up the 
chimney. 

The grate has been tested by H. d. 
Norman, instructor at the Tech. He 
states that {i will reduce the coal bill 


‘to one-half. 


In speaking of the invention The 
Manufacturers’ Record, in a recent is- 
sue, said: 

A recent invention along the line 


of coal-saving devices by a southern 
inventor, Mr. C. Horace McCall, of At- 
lanta, Ga., has attracteq widespread 
interest owing to the fact that it is 
the first successful attempt to adapt 
any coal-sav.ng system to the open 
fireplaces so generally used through- 
Out the southern states. Mr. McCall's 
device has the advantage of being botn 
simple and inexpensive, and it has been 
conclusively shown that by its use an 
average saving of at least 50 per cent 
can be effected. 

“The device can be attached to any 
open fire place in less than fifteen 
minutes, and by the addition of a spe- 
cial grate, can be so arranged that the 
cheapest grade of coal can be used 
with heating efficiency equal to the 
most expensive fuel. 

“It is claimed by expert heating en- 
gineers that the general use of Mr. 
McCall’s fnvention through the south- 
ern states would result in a saving of 
fuel in this section of not less than 
several millions yearly.”

their windows and doors at night. 

Through the testimony of experts 
from the state and city departments, 
the White Provision Company showed 
that the waste water flowing from its 
plant was practically pure and germ- 
less, and that the condition was caus- 
ed by filth in the bed of the stream 
that has been there for yearm 

Mr. Patterson stated that the only 
waste from the stock yards going into 
the stream came from the watering 
troughs and three closets. The White 
Provision Company uses the stream for 
two closets.

The First “Silence.” 

“The first ‘silence’ was spontaneous 
and fairly without the element of pre- 
meditated c .spiragy. The men sim- 
ply refusec to eat or to speak a word 
while Longan was in the room. It 
was wrong, insubordimpate, but human. 
It was a tacit rebellion against what 
the cadets felt to the tyranny. The 
men do not regret their action. Their 
attitude is that their code has been 
broken and their word questioned. 

“If every cadet is called before the 
court of inquiry and asked if the above 
statements are true, he will answer 
though not a man of 
them has yet consented to say more 
to the court than’ ‘we have formed a 
dislike for this officer.’ 

“The men resent Captain Longan’s 
explanation that he was a new man 
and that the cadets wanted to break 
him in, and they feel that he has not 
made a correct statement, but they 
have great confidence in the justice 
and common sense of General Barry, 
the superintendent, who, they believe, 
will put a different light upon the sit- 
vation within another week.”

TRIAL OF HASKELL 
SUDDENLY CLOSED 


McAlester, Okla., September 29.—The 
trial of Governor C. N. Haskell, of 
Oklahoma, in the Muskogee town lot 
cases came to a sudden end today, 
when the government announced that 
under the restrictions laid down by 
the court it would be unable to make 
out a case against Haskell or any of 
his codefendants. 

Governor Haskell and three other 
defendants were charged in an indict- 
ment returned by a federal grand jury 
with “conspiracy to defraud the gov- 
ernment,” in the disposal of town lot 
sites at -Muskegee, Okla. It was 
charged that by the false registration 
of the names of persons scattered ov:>r 
the country they secured title to about 
six hundred lots. The dismissal of al! 
of the cases today was attributed by 
the government attorneys to their in- 
ability to confine their proof to the 
period of limitation as fixed by Federal 
Judge John A. Marshall. Judge Mar- 
shall ruled that under a recent circuit 
court of appeals decision, rendered in 
the Lenabaugh case, the prosecution 
would have to prove conscious partici- 
pation by Haskell with the other de- 
fendants during the three years prior 
to the return of the indictment which 
was in May, 1909.

Stone Mountain Circuit, or the Judge of such 
other circuit as may hereafter be required to 
regularly preside in Fulton Superior Court, of 
additional compensation, and to ratify, vali- 
date and confirm the original and amendatory 
acts of the General Assembly regulating the 
salaries of Judges of the Supertor Courts of 
all judicial circuits of the state having therein 


‘a city with a population of not less than 


54,000 inhabitants, according to the United States 
census of 1900, as heretofore enacted, and the 
act of the General Assembly regulating the com- 
pensation of Judges of tne Superior Court for 
services rendered outside of their own circuits 
in those judicial circufts of the state having 
therein a population of not less than 75,000 in- 
habitants, according to the census of 190°.

Fortunes Wrung From People. 


“The great bulk of the larger for- 
tunes have been wrung from the peo- 
ple through the aid of direct legisla- 
tion aided by non-enforcement of law.
